HAWKS FLIES FROM 
PARIS TO LONDON, 
BERLIN AND BACK 


Breakfasts in England, Lunches 
in Germany, Dines in 
France Same Day.

vf BOURGET. France, May 27. 


—Capt. Frank Hawks landed here 
at 6:10 p. m., winning a bet that 
he could have breakfast in London, 
luncheon in Berlin, and dinner 
in Paris in the same day. 

Capt. Hawks completed his tri- 
angular tour of Europe in 7 hours 
40 minutes actual flying time, av- 
eraging 186 miles an hour. Includ- 
ing the time required for break- 
fast in London and luncheon in 
Berlin, 9 hours 51 minutes elapsed 
between his take-off from Lebour- 
get this morning and his return 
tonight. He dined in Paris tonight. 

The route covered is 1400 miles 
long according to the measure- 
ments of the ordinary commercial 
air routes. From Lebourget to 
London, 217 miles, Hawks flew in 
one hour 18 minutes; from London 
to Berun, 615 miles, in three hours 
21 minutes; from Berlin to Le- 
beurget, 568 miles, in three hours 
one minute. 

At Le Bourget Hawks entered 
an automobile to meet Mrs. Hawks 
who had tickets for the theater 
this evening. 

“That’s better time than Von 
Kluck made in 1914,” said one of 
the French pilots at the field. The 
crowd which had zathered to greet 
the American called Hawks “the

: Advancing Charges, James 
A. Farrell Declares, Stim- 
ulate Buying While Buy- 
ing Ceases in Decline.

NEW YORK, May 27.—Thomas 
WwW. Lamont of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
welcoming delegates of the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade convention to- 


day, urged that “we should at- 
tempt to discourage artificial bar- 
riers to foreign trade.” 


Tamont did not mention the tar- 
iff by name, but his statement 
brought applause from the conven- 
tion and several delegates assumed 
that the tariff was one “artificial 
barrier’’ he had in mind. 

“If we want foreign trade,” the 
banker said, “we must make it as 
easy as possible. Some people think 
the other fellow should always 
buy.” . 

His remarks preceded those of 
James A. Farrell, president of the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
who urged that American business 
should work diligently to preserve 
and develop the foreign market. 

His speech, as prepared for the 
press, said that “other causes,” not 
the tariff, are the major factors 
“which have tended to disturb the 
balance between production and 
consumption throughout the 
world.” But Farrell in his remarks 
as delivered omitted all reference 
to the tariff. The tariff occupies 
formal place on the agenda of the 
council for the first time in its his- 
tory. 

“There is much confusion of 
thought regarding our tariff sched- 
ule as a factor in our present trade 
ressession,"’ Farrell said in his pre-e 
pared address. “Seeing that the un- 
favorable conditions apply  indis- 
criminately to all countries, low 
tariff, high tariff and free trade 
alike, it must be obvious’ that 
tariff discussions between opposing 
schools of thought are of academic 
interest only, in a period that calls 
for early adjustment of our diffi- 
culties. 


Points to Tariff of 1913. 

“To those who complain that 
American trade has_ suffered 
through the present tariff law, J 
need only point to the-fact that 
similar complaints were made con- 
cerning the effects of the lower 
tariff schedule of 1913. In neither 
case has the existing law availed 
to prevent a business slump. In 
1914, under a low tariff, we en- 
tered upon a period of trade stag- 
nation which was only relieved by 
the demands of war. In 1930, with 
@ higher tariff, trade fell off. 

“On which side shall we elect to 
stand? Obviously, we must look 
to other causes as the major fac- 
tors which tended to disturb the 
balance between production and 
consumption throughout the 
world. 

“An essential requirement . of 
the present economic situation “he 
said in his spoken address” is an 
wdvance in commodity prices. When 
prices fali, buyers withdraw from 
the market. It is rising prices that 
stimulate buying and consumption, 
and a return of prosperous times. 
Anything, therefore which tends to 
postpone recovery in commodity 
prices, more especially those in- 
fluences which are unfair and un- 
economic in character, should be 
discountenanced at the present 
time. 


Balfour Report. 


“The importance of fair prices 
cannot be overestimated in deter- 
mining the influences favorable to 
Bn advance in commodity prices 
and the restoration of trade. Com- 
petition is unfair in industry and 
to the community when price-cut- 
ting has the tendency, as in all un- 
economic activities, of taking the 
form of profitless merchandising. 

“So far baek as 1918, the Bal- 
four Committee reported to the 
British Parliament that the major 
problem before that country was 
the lowering of costs through 
greater industrial efficiency such 
as the United States possessed. 
That is the problem which still 
confronts Europe.- So let us not 
abandon the road along which 
American industry has traveled so 
prosperously. Let us not contem- 
plate with indifference any impair- 
ment of our home market by low- 
ered standards of living. In e very 
real sense we take out of this home 
market only what we put into it.”

Witness “Can’t Remember.”

Kirkland prom- 
ised to follow the advice. 

Defense Claims Victory. 

The verdict, considered by Kirk- 
land, his attorneys and friends, as 
a victory for the defense, will re- 
sult in a dismissal of charges 
against four other youths indicted, 
Prosecutor Robert Estill said. They 
are Henry Shirk, Leon Stanford, 
David Thompson and Paul Barton. 

“After what happened to Kirk- 
land we ought to pin a medal on 
the others and send them off with 
a hurrah,” Estill declared. 

“Gee, I’m happy,” said Kirkland, 
Charles Draves, father of Arlene, 
and his four sons left the room 
with hardly a word, but Guy Weav- 
er, father of Mrs. Bernice Elser, a 
witness for the State, sprang at At- 
torney Oscar Thiel, chief of defense 
counsel, with a cry, “You can’t say 
things about my daughter,” and 
struck him three times in the face.

etonomist of the Federal Trade 
Commission, testified today at the 
commission investigation of the 
public utility industry. 
.The Keokuk hydro-electric plant 


supplies 20.44 per cent of the elec- 
tricity sold by the Union Electric 
in the St. Louis territory while the 
Cahokia steam plant suppHed 59.87 
per cent.’ The remainder of the 
power is generated in other plants, 
such as the Ashley. street plant, 
which supplies 12.3 per cent of the 
Union electrcity and the ‘River 
Mines plant at Bonne Terre, which 
supplied 7.37 per cent. 

Production costs at the Ashley 
Street plant, according to Taylor, 
were 65 hundreds of a cent last 
year,'and at Bonne Terre 54 hun- 
dredth of a cent. 

Residential Average $2.31. 

Taylor offered for the commis- 
sion’s record a portion of a letter 
from the Union Electric manage- 
ment claiming that the net cost of 
electricity to the average residen- 
tial consumer in St. Louis was low- 
lower than in any other comparble 
city except Buffalo: This calcula- 
tion was based.on the average 
monthly consumption of 54 kilo- 
watt hours at 4.27 cents a Kilowatt 
hour. 

The average monthly residential 
bill under this rate, the company 
claimed, would be $2.31 a month 
The company also claimed that its 
lamp service was worth at least 15 
cents a month. ¥ 

Buffalo, according to the com- 
pany’s calculation, had an average 
residential rate of 4.15 cents a kilo- 
watt hour. The Los Angeles rate, 
said the Union Electric, was 4.28 
cents a kilowatt hour. The high- 
est rate shown in the Union Elec- 
tric table was at Providence, R. I., 
71.7 cents. Other cities in the St. 
Louis class were Milwaukee at 
4.52 cents, Seattle at 4.87 cents, 
and Washington, D. C., at 4.48 
cents.

MAYORS VISIT TOMB

First Day in Paris Is Taken Up 
by Official Duties in Con- 
nection With Visit. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 27. America’s 
$5 touring Mayors, including Mayor 
Miller of St. Louis, today dropped 
for the moment the gay holiday 
mood of their tour of Normandy 
and assumed their official duties 
for their first day in Paris. 

It began with an impressive 
ceremony at the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier. Mrs. George Baker, 
wife of the Mayor of Portland, 
Ore., placed a wreath on the tomb 
for the Portland Post of the Ameri- 
can Legion. The Mayor placed an- 
other wreath on behalf of the 
Mayors’ delegation and Bryce B. 
Smith of Kansas City, another for 
the War Mothers of America. 

The Mayors presented to the city 
of Paris a bust of the late Myron 
T. Herrick of Cleveland, O., who, 
as wartime Ambassador of the 
United States, was very popular in 
France. Count Jean de Castellane, 
president of the Municipal Coun- 
cil, accepted it for the city with 
an address first in French then in 
English. : 

“It is enough,” he said, “merely 
to pronounce his name to awaken 
a whole world of touching remem- 
brances. Your Ambassador made 
himself the protector and defender 
of our city.” 

Then he recalled the incident 
during the early raids of the Zep- 
pelin on Paris when Herrick said 
that perhaps a dead American Am- 
bassador would be more useful 
than a live one. 

The speeches delivered at a 
luncheon in honor of the visiting 
Mayors at the Hotel de Ville. The 
guests included Ambassador and 
Mrs. Walter E. Edge, Norman Ar- 
mour, counsellor of the American 
Embassy; Marshal and Mme. Ly- 
autey, Maurice Bellonte, the trans- 
Atlantic aviator, and the highest 
officials of the municipal Govern- 
ment of Paris. The famous band 
of the Republican Guard played 
throughout the luncheon. 


After the luncheon, the Mayors’ 
first real meal in the French cap- 
ital, members of the party said 
they had never imagined anything 
sO good as the repast served in the 
splendid banqueting hall. Six kinds 
of wine, including two brands of 
champagne, were served with a 
menu prepared by the best chefs 
of France. This included baby lob- 
sters, saddle of lamb, chicken in 
jelly and wild strawberries. 


The Mayors who _ arrived at 
Mont Parnasse station last night 
during a thunderstorm, were 
welcomed to Paris by Gaston Ger- 
ard, Under Secretary of Public 
Works and High Commissioner for 
Tourism, and by Count de Castel- 
lane, 

Greeting the Mayors, Gerard 
said that all of France was de- 
lighted that they had been able.to 
accept the invitation to come here. 
He thanked them for the welcome 
their cities gave the French trans- 
Atlantic aviators, Dieudonne, Coste 
and Maurice Bellonte. 

Mayor Baker responded in be- 
half of the Americans. Referring 
to Count de Castellane’s remark 
about the “‘town” of Paris, he said:

Both had testi- 
fied to an alibi for the defendant, 
Francis Foley, 24 years old, 2009

“7’ll Kill Her for This.”

He didn’t do it. I'll kill her to- 
night.”

Miss Edna McCombs, 4714 Maffitt 
avenue, one of the prosecuting wit- 
nesses.

Foley as the man who held them 
up outside Miss McCombs’ home at 
11:45 p. m, May 6, 1930. 

Assistant Circuit. Attorney Mc- 
Laughlin said Miss McCombs com- 
plained that Mrs. Barksdale 
stopped her in the corridor of the 
Municipal Courts Building both be- 
fore the preliminary hearing and 
the trial and said, ‘You had better 
not testify if you know what’s good 
for you.” 

In the courtroom 
Judge Green ordered a 
sheriff to lead Miss Foley from 
the courtroom. As the officer 
reached her, she fainted, and was 
removed to the City Eospital, 
where she was placed in the ob- 
servation ward over night. 

To Apply for Warrants.

“T was mot in the court room,” 
the Circuit Attorney’ continued, 
‘‘and I have no first-hand informa- 
tion about this case.

where he could open the gondola 
and let in the air. 

“Unless there are complications 
inside that we don’t know anything 
about we are not going to worry 
yet.” 

Prof. Piccard carried enough 
oxygen gas to last 10 hours, but 
there was no way of telling when 
he began to use this supply. His 
balloon left the ground at 3:55 a. 
m. At 6:55 p. m. he had been 
aloft 15 hours. 

Although the ball was hermeti- 
cally sealed, there are arrangements 
inside whereby the porthole cover 
can be unscrewed when the bal- 
loon descends to a level where or- 
dinary breathing is possible. 

The balloon was sighted at 3:10 
Pp. m. over Oberammergau  drift- 
ing at a height of 13,000 feet above 
Peissen Mountain. The craft was 
visible both from Oberammergau 
and Schongau and appeared to be 
drifting northward back towara 
Augsburg. 

Seen at High Altitude. 

At 2:30 o'clock the balloon was 
seen over Partenkirchen, south or 
Oberammergau near the Austrian 
border. At that time it was drift- 
ing at an extremely high altitude 
sometimes - obscored by _ cirrus 
clouds. Oberammergau is 65 
miles south of Augsburg. 

In contrast to their first attempt 
last September when unfavorable 
winds hold them to the ground, 
they made a perfect takeoff early 
this morning. Piccard, wearing a 
stocking cap and a gray suit, and 
Kipfer climbed through the port- 
hole of their cage and attendants 
screwed on an airtight cover. The 
great bag shot upward to an alti- 
tude of a thousand feet*and: drif- 
ed swiftly toward the northwest. 

The aluminum “basket” is seven 
feet in diameter and carries a sup- 
ply of artificial oxygen, without 
which a journey into such altitude 
would mean certain death. The 
balloon, the largest ever built in 
Germany, has a diameter of 100 
feet and holds 500,000 cubic feet 
of hydrogen, It contained only 95,- 
000 feet at the start but this- was 
expected to expand to full capacity 
at a height of 40.000 feet. 

New Data on Cosmic Rays. 

Piccard hoped to explore the 
stratosphere, from 40,000 to 60,000 
feet (7 to 11 miles) above the 
earth, and with his instruments to 
obtain new data on tbe origin of 
cosmic rays. He wanted to demon- 
strate as well that human beings 
can travel«and live in such a rare- 
fied atmosphere. 

The tantastic craft’s departure 
was a beautiful sight. At first the 
inflating bag lookea like a huge 
mushroom squatting on a_ green 
field. As it filled it assumed shapes 
resembling at times that of a calla 
lily and again that of a gargantuan 
ice cream cone. Then it caught 
the rays of the rising sun and fora 
long time it took on the appearance 
of a bright new moon, | 

It rose quickly as soon as re- 
leased and had reached an esti- 
mated altitude of 25,000 feet in 30 
minutes, by which time it could 
be seen that the hydrogen already 
was beginning to expand and round 
out the bag, so slightly filled at the 
start that it looked like an elon- 
gated teardrop. 

An hour later it was only a 
bright pinprick in the sky vanish- 
ing toward Friedrichshafen as 
though to pay a visit to the Graf 
Zeppelin. Its altitude then was es- 
timated at 355,000 feet. Dr. Pic- 
card planned to drop lead ballast 
at this height in order to attain 
his goal.

Joseph Ritter Found Dead 
Day He Was to Appear in 
Court—Held in Califor- 
nia Case. 


Joseph Ritter, 60-year-old form- 
er convict, who was to have an- 
Swered a,bond in Court of Crim- 
inal Correction today on a warrant 
charging arson which was issued in 
Long Beach, Cal., was found dead 
in the kitchen of hi. home today 
after apparently having taken his 
own life. 

Ritter was lying on the kitchen 
floor, fully dressed, except for his 
shoes. Five burners of a, gas stove 
were open but not lighted and an 
empty vial which police said had 
contained poison, lay beside his 
body. 

The body was found by police 
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who were called to the Ritter 
home, 4010A Lexington avenue, by 
Ritter’s bondsman. The apartment 
was closed and policemen forced a 
door open. 

Mrs. Irene James, who was 
rested with Ritter at the Lexingtou 
avenue address last Thursday and 
also was released on bond, Ab- 
peared in .Judge Weinbrenner's 
court this morning. When the case 
was called and Ritter was not 
rthere, someone told his lawyer, W. 
Blodgett Priest, that Ritter haa 
threatened suicide. Ritter’s bonds- 
man then hurried out to the houses, 
and unable to gain entrance, called 
the police. 

Mrs. James told police that she 
and Ritter and her daughter visit- 
ed in Long Beach last month. The 
warrant was issued there in con- 
nection with a fire in a millinery 
store. Police in Long Beach wrote 
that Frank Altman had been ar- 
rested in connection with the fire, 
had confessed, saying he started 
the conflagration for $350, and 
named Ritter as a conspirator. 

Ritter was convicted of third- 
degree arson in 1919, and was sen- 
tenced to 15 years in prison. The 
sentence was commuted to five 
years, and after serving half of the 
term Ritter was paroled to Priest. 

In that case he was accused of 
setting a fire in a Delmar boule- 
vard rooming house in an effort to 
collect $1800 insurance on $400 
worth of furniture. Mrs. Bertha 
Trader, proprietress of the estab- 
lishment, testified Ritter arraunced 
the insurance and started the fire 
in a wardrobe. 

An application from the Long 
Beach police. for a continuance of 
the bonds of Ritter and Mrs. 
James, was received in Judge 
Weinbrenner’s court shortly be- 
fore Ritter’s body was found. Mrs. 
James’ bond was continued.

FOR HOUSE BY HUSBAND 


‘He Denies He Signed Warranty 
Deed for Transfer to 
Straw Man. 


The suit of Harry Beckerle, meat 
cutter, to set aside a conveyance of 
title whereby he was divested of 
joint ownership with his wife, Mrs. 
Nettie Beckerle, a lawyer, of a 
ifour-family apartment at 4302 De 
Tonty street, was taken under ad- 
visement yesterday by Circuit 
Judge Hartmann.

PESCRBES WORLD'S 
BIGGEST DIRE 


Craft Under Construction 
at Akron, O. 


The largest airship in the ‘world, 
nearly twice the size of the Graf 
Zeppelin, was described by V. R. 
Jacobs, assistant manager of the 
aeronautics department of Good- 
year Tire and Rubber Co., at a 
luncheon meeting of St. Louis Ad- 
vertising Club and the Electrical 
Board of Trade at Hotel Statler 
yesterday. 

The ship, the first of two sister 
ships which his company is build- 


‘ling for the United States Navy, 


would take to the air in August, 
Jacobs said. It will be capable of 
making a non-stop, non-refueling 
flight of about 11,500 miles. It can 
make a non-stop flight from Lake- 
hurst, N. J., to Tokio, Japan, read- 
ily, Jacobs, a former Navy aircraft 
officer, says. ‘ 

One compartment of the ship will 
contain five Navy scouting air- 
planes which may be released and 
picked up in full flight. Twenty 
planes may be carried when neces- 
sary. The planes will be picked up 
through a newly designed inverted 
trapeze arrangement, . 

The ship will be powered by four 
German reversible gear engines of 
560 horsepower each, contained in 
a compartment. 

The dirigible will contain 6,500,- 
000 cubic feet of helium, represent- 
ing the capacity of the Graf Zeppe- 
lin and Los Angeles combined, with 
about 310,000 cubic feet left over. 
About 120,000 pounds of gaso- 
line and 12,600 pounds of oil will 
be carried. The ship will be cap- 
able of a gross lift of 403,000 
Aircraft construction had ad- 
vanced so rapidly, Jacobs said, 
that the Los Angeles, built in 1924 
was today the smallest rigid air- 
ship in the world. | 

The new Okron, O., airship dock, 
is the largest in the world. It is 
1200 feet long, 325 feet wide, and 
211 feet high. 

Jacobs said the United States 
contains virtually all of the world’s 
supply of helium, which is non-ex- 
plosive and non-combustible. Had 
the British dirigible R-1 which 
crashed near Paris with the loss 
of many lives been filled with heli- 
um instead of hydrogen gas, he 
said the passengers would have 
escaped with a shaking up.

BIXBY PROPOSES 
SPECIAL ELECTION 
“ON BUYING ARENA 


Suggests Vote This Year on 
Mayor’s Suggestion That 
City Acquire Property 
for Conventions. 


A special eleetion late this year 
to authorize purchase of The Arena 


was proposed today by Harold M. 
Bixby, chairman of The Arena Fi- 
nance Committee. He said the ap- 


proval of the people would be need- 
ed for this use of money from the 
$5,000,000 Municipal Auditorium 
bond item voted in 192¢. 


Bixby suggested the $3,000,000 
balance of this fund should be uged 
for a new downtown auditorium 
site, not on Memoria! Plaza, and 
erection of a much smaller building 
than the city has planned. The 
Arena, he believes, will fill all the 
city’s needs for large conventions 
and exhibitions. 

Owners of The Arena have ap- 
pointed a committee to negotiate 
with the city, with full power to 
act, if the city follows Mayor Mil- 
ler’s recent proposal for municipal 
purchase. The owners have taken 
up the Mayor’s idea aggressively. 
Their committee comprises Ben G. 
Brinkman, president and control- 
ling owner; Bixby, F. W. A. Vesper 
and Edward A. Faust, members of 
the Executive Committee. 

Location Not Decided. 

The 1923 bond issue provided for 
“a” site and auditorium building, 
Bixby pointed out. As he would 
have the fund used for two sites 
and buildings, he feels public au- 
thorization would be required. He 
has had an informal legal opinion 
that a proposition in a special elec- 
tion would suffice to make the 
amendment. 

Location of the Municipal Audi- 
torium on a-portion of Memorial 
Plaza, on the south side of Market 
street, between Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth streets, has been the 
city’s intention, althouch not for- 
mally adopted. This auditorium site 
is being acquired with money from 
the plaza bond item, rather than 
auditorium bond money, at a cost 
of about $1,000,000. Bixby’s iden is 
that this land, however, should be 
left as part of the open plaza and 
some other, smaller auditorium site 
be purchased downtown, possibly 
for about $500,000, which would 
eave $2,500.000 for construction of 
a smaller auditorium. Bixby said

Owners Would Take Loss. | 
In a statement sent to the press, | 
Bixby urged the purchase of The 
Arena by the city at a price in- 
volving a loss to the owners. He 
has stated heretofore that The 
Arena cost about $2,300,000. The 
cost was considerably more than 
had been anticipated. As one 
means of raising additional money 
to meet the cost, 15 of the pro- 
moters, including Brinkman and 
Bixby, obtained $600,008 from six 
banks on their personal notes. 
Bixby announced that these 
notes would be paid off next Mon- 
day by those who signed them, and 
as reimbursement they would take 
$600,000 of the new issue of in- 
come bonds voted by The Arena 
last week. These bonds are junior 
to the first mortgage bonds and 
debentures and will pay their 5 
per cent interest only if earnings 
permit. 


Bixby’s Statement. P 


Bixby’s statement fviiows: 

“During the last year of my term 
as president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. F. W. A. Vesper, 
former president of the Chamber of 
Commerce and then chairman of 
the Dairy Show Committee, inter- 
ested the directors of the National 
Dairy Association in making St. 
Louis the headquarters of that in- 
dustry. 

“In my capacity as president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and in) 
furtherance of the purposes of that | 
organization, I asked a group of | 
prominent business men to assist 
with their time and financial sup- 
port in bringing the National Dairy 
Show to St. Louis. The following 
men consented to help: Oliver J.

“At no time was there any pos- 
sibility of these men profiting to 
the slightest extent any more than 
the directors of the Munitipal 
Opera could profit by a successful 
season. 

“Mr. Vesper’s. committee and a 
committee from the Dairy Associ- 
ation made a thorough study of 
possible locations in St. Louis with 
the result that the unanimous rec- 
Ommendation of the combined 
group was the present location of 
The Arena on Oakland avenue. 
This site appealed to the directors 
of the Dairy Association and to 
the Chamber’ of Commerce com- 
mittee because of its centrab loca- 
tion and proximity to the well- 
known location of Forest Park 
Highlands.

WASHINGTON, May 27. — Not- 
withstanding the recent decisions 
of the Suprenie Court against the 
so-called “Radio Trust,” it ‘was 
stated that the Department of Jus- 
tice did not expect to ask for tem- 
porary injunctions réstraining the 
“trust” from pressing patent in- 
fringement suits against independ- 
ent manufacturers, although a 
‘number of the patents involved in 
the infringement suits have been 
held invalid. 

As is known, the Supreme Court 
Monday handed down a décision 
invalidating the Langmuir vacuum 
tube patent, one of the most im- 
portant of those comprising ‘the 
patent pool controlled by the Ra- 
dio Corporation of America. Im- 
mediately afterward Oswald F. 
Schuette, executive director of the 
Radio Protective Association, com- 
posed of independent manufactur- 
ers, renewed his pléa to the De- 
partment of Justice to seek orders 
restraining the corporation from 
pressing infringement suits against 


tthe independents until the courts 


have decided whether the patent 
pool itself is legal. 

John Lord O’Brian, Assistant At- 
torney-General in charge of anti- 
trust cases, told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent, in reply to an in- 
quiry, that he. did not believe it 
would be proper -for the depart- 
ment to ask the courts to restrain 
one corporation from suing an- 
other. He doubted whether there 
was any legal sanction for such 
action, 

Schuette Disagrées With O’Brian, 

Schuette, replying to this conten- 
tion, pointed out that the Govern- 
ment itself had filed suit to dis- 
solve the patent pool, and declared 
that the Clayton and Sherman acts 
expressly provide for the issuance 
of temporary injunctions to protect 
competitors from injury pending 
the settlements of such suits. 

“Congress knew when it enacted 
these laws,” he said, “that the lit- 
tle fellows might not be able to 
survive during the progress of anti- 
trust prosecution against a power- 
ful competitor, and this provision 
for the issuance of temporary in- 
junctions was put in the law to pro- 
tect them. , 

“The wisdOm of Congress has 
been thoroughly demonstrated in 
the history of this very situation. 
The De Forest Radio Co. went into 
bankruptcy after spending $340,000 
defending itself against infringe- 
ment suits brought by the ‘radio 
trust,’ yet subsequently the patents 
which it was charged with infring- 
ing were held invalid by the courts. 
Out of about 25 tube patents held 
by the ‘trust’ on which the courts 
have not handed down decisions, 
every one had been adjudged in- 
valid. Yet independent companies 
have spent more than $500,000 de- 
fending. themselves against suits | 
based, at least in part, upon in- 
fringement of these alleged pat- 
ents.” 

About $12,000,000 in Royaltics. 

Schuette estimated that the indes’ 
pendentgs in the industry have paid 
between $12,000,000 and $15,000,- 
000 in royalties for permission to 
use the patents controlled by the 
Radio Corporation. Wach time the 
courts adjudge one of these patents 
invalid, he said, the Radio Corpor- 
ation explains that the royalties 
were collected for the use of other 
patents in its pool. 

“Since the Department of Jus- 


tice itself alleges that the patent} 


pool is illegal,” he continued, “it 
seems obvious that it should act to 
restrain the Radio Corporation 
from bringing suits based on alleged 
infringement of the pool. We do 
not feel it is our duty to enforce 
the provisions of the anti-trust 
laws by private litigation. 

_ In addition to the Radio Corpo- 
ration, the companies against which 
the Government has brought suit 
include General Electric, Westing- 
house, American Telephone & Tele- 
graph and General Motors, all of 
which contributed patents to the’ 
pool which is controlled and ad- 
ministered by the Radio Corpora- 
tion. General Eléctric and West- 
inghouse are the principal stock- 
holders in the Radio Corporation.

St. Louis Economists Also Agree That Labor 
Must Have Full Right to Organize—Warn 
of Increase in Government Control. 


Certain points of general agree- 
ment stood out in the analyses of 
experts from St. Louis and Wash- 
ington Universities in the Unem- 
ployment Seminar conducted yes- 
terday under auspices of the St. 
Louis Social. Justice Commission. 

On one poiht there was no dis- 
senting voice. It was that the de- 
pression was mainly due to dwin- 
dling of workers’ purchasing pow- 
er, as reduced to simple terms by 
Prof. Frank J. Bruno of Washing- 
ton University: “The people who 
make the products of industry do 
not receive enough for their work 
to keep the wheels of industry 
moving.” 

Another speaker cited the sup- 
plementary fact that alf the in- 
comes of the United States above 
$8000 a year went to less than 1 
per cent of the people, and that 80 
per cent earned an average of less 
than $2000 a year, while the aver- 
age annual wage of unskilled labor 
in all industry was $1300 a year— 
$300 to $700 less than the bea- 
rock budget computed for average 
families by-Government agencies. 

Increasingly Top-Heavy. 

A third, detailing the origin of 
the depression, pointed out that 

the balance of industrial incomes 
had become increasingly top-heavy 
between 1922 and 19293—with more 
and more money going to the few 
owners and investors, who buy the 
least, and less and less to the 
workers, who buy the most. 
Agreement appeared to be gen- 
eral, also, that full recognition of 
“the right and obligation of labor 
to organize” would help eliminate 
business depression, 
ests of capital and 
labor lay in the same direction, 
that industry itself by the applica- 
tion of intelligence could prevent 
future depressions, and that if it 
failed to act for itself, an increase 
of control by Government agencies 
seemed inevitable. 
First on the list of suggested pre- 
ventives against the recurrence of 
depression, as follows from the 
diagnosis of its cause, was the in- 
crease of consumer income by rais- 
ing wages or allowing workers to 
share profits. Economists de- 
clared that wage redcction would 
not lead the way out of the present 
depression, but would make it 
worse." One suggested the lead 
might be taken now by judicious 
steps in the.direction of normal 
production, even if at a loss for a 
while, in order to reduce unemploy- 
ment, increase payrolls and there- 
by increase the ability to buy. 


Six Problems to Be Solved. 


Both Prof. Bruno and Prof. Roy 
B. Cave of St. Louis University fa- 
vored the establishment of a na- 
tional system of labor exchanges. 
Dr. Cave listed six problems re- 
quiring solution “to bring about 
such stability as is possible in our 
dynamic economic society”: 

The training of our business 
men up to a professional stand- 
ard of knowledge, efficiency and 
responsibility. 

Establishment of either private 
or public agencies of central 
control to bring about proper co- 
ordination between the various 
industries, and between those 
who make and distribute goods. 

Central control of the direc- 
tion, as well as the flow of credit, 
to prevent industrial maladjust- 
ment-and overspeculation. 

A proportionate inerease in 
consumer income, either by in- 
creasing wages or by permitting 
employes to share in profits, to 
insure a balance between produc- 
tion and cgnsumption, as the vol- 
ume of national production is 
gradually increased. 

Reduction of seasonal fluctu- 
ations to a minimum, through 
dovetailing certain industries, 
and by more careful planning of 
production over the 12 months 
of the yéar. 

Introduction, as far as pos- 
sible, of the six-hour working 
day, at standard rates of pay or 
better, as @ means of creating 
more jobs—this arrangement to 
be supplemented by a national 
system of free or inexpensive in- 
dustrial training schools, to fa- 
cilitate the adjustment of dis- 
placed workers to new occupa- 
tions. 

For Effective Control. 

Elimination of instability and un- 
employment, Prof. Cave said, called 
for effective means of control, eith- 
er private by individual business 
men and business groups, or pub- 

lic by legislators, administrative of- 
ficers and the judiciary. He pointed 
to a trend toward Government con- 
trol in the last 50 years, but re- 
marked that “in the hands of Busi- 
ness managers and owners of cap- 
ital lies the power”, and therefore 
the primary responsibility to set 
the wheels of industry going and to 
stabilize it. 

“Twelve major depressions, with 
all their attendant evils, have oc- 
curred since the beginning of the 
nineteenth century,” he said. “They 
bear ample testimony to the short- 
comings of our business men where 
the larger problems of industrial 
control are concerned. Despite the 
monotonous recurrence of these 
disasters,

“As regards all three of the main 
causes of unemployment—the busi- 
ness cycle, seasonal fluctuations of 
industry, and technological im- 
provements — one dominant fact 
stands out, if the effects of these 
influences are to be reduced to a 
minimum: the need for the estab- 
ishment of central agencies of con- 
trol, in order to secure a steady 
balancing of production and con- 
sumption, and full and certain em- 
ployment for labor. 

Danger of Forgetting. 

“It is not likely, however, that 
either business leaders or our na- 
tional Government will take in the 
immediate future any serious steps 
toward the prevention of unem- 
ployment. Both groups are at 
present almiost solely concerned, as 
far as they have concerned them- 
selves at all, with measures for the 
immediate relief of the unem- 
ployed. This is, of course, the para- 


[mount consideration of the hour, 


but with the return to more ‘nor- 
mal’ conditions it is extrmely like- 
ly that the more fundamental prob- 
lem of preventing the chief cause 
of depressions and unemployment 
—the business cycle—will be con- 
veniently forgotten until the ad- 


vent of the next major depression ; 


about a decade hence.” 

He suggested that the regulative 
powers of the Federal Reserve 
Board might be extended to cover 
the direction of credit to prevent 
overspeculation or over-production 
in particular industries, and to 
cover the savings and jnvestment 
banks, the chief market for long- 
term securities. In ‘addition to 
credit control, he said, “a definite 
schemé of co-ordination among 
producers both within and  be- 
tween industries, and between pro- 
ducers and distributersjas_ well,” 
was required, and mig®§t lead to 
the establishment of* Dureaus to 
gather and disseminate Tacts con- 
cerning welfare of the industry as 
a whole, which might be empow- 
ered to act for the industry in 
emergencies. : 

“Every Man for Himself.” 

“There is little doubt in the 
minds of economists,’’ he declared, 
“that a determination on the part 
of business men not to make more 
than the slight necessary reduction 
in production, combined with the 
co-ordination to make this deter- 
mination effective, would have 
minimized if not _prevented the 
present depression. 

“Instead, every man acted for 
himself, cutting down production, 
laying off men, reducing payrolis, 
and in general doing everything in 
his power to bring on a bigger and 
better depression.” 

“ecovery must come,” he _§ said, 
“through a co-ordinated. effort on 
the’ part of business men to _re- 
sume production-and employment, 
even if at a temporary cost to 
themselves; or, failing that, 
through the gradual adjustment of 
costs of operation to the lower level 
of prices. 4 

“A slash in wages will bring ne 
immediate improvement in employ- 
ment conditions, and will therefore 
mean a further drop in the na- 
tional payroll, followed by falling 
prices because of this contraction 
in purchasing power. This policy 
will result, moreover, not only in 
added misery, but also in consider- 
able resistance on the part of the 
workers, a factor which will con- 
tribute toward the further demor- 
alization of industry. The workers 
know only too well the difficulties 
associated with raising rates that 
have once been lowered. 

Changes in Group Incomes. 

“Everything considered, a much 


{sounder policy for the individual 


heads of business to pursue under 
existing conditions is to reduce 
costs of operation by improving 
methods of production. Labor costs 
are not merely a matter of wage 
rates—they also depend upon the 
efficient use of labor.” . 

“The question of wage reduction 
is really one aspect of a _ larger 
cause of the ,business cycle— 
changes in group incomes,” he 
said. He said the “national in- 
come” was paid out by individual 
bu.iness men to two groups: the 
propertied and investing group 
taking interest, rent and profits, 
and the workers—who formed the 
great mass of consumers—taking 
wages. An increase in business 
profits, he said, stimulated produc- 
tion and investment which eventu- 
ally became excessive, while the 
proportion of imcome going to 
wage-earners grew smaller with 
consequent failure of consumer de- 
mand.

HAS EXCEEDED SCHEDULE 


5,807,000 Acres, an Increase of 50 
Per Cent Over Last 
Year. 


MOSCOW, May 27. — Although 


the spring sowing of some crops 
is still somewhat behind in sched- 
ule official figures made public 
here today claimed that the cotton 
planting schedule for 1931 already 
has been exceeded by more than 
four per cent and planting is still 


in progress in some districts. 

The Soviet Government’s. Com- 
missariat of Agriculture stated that 
2,551,000 hectares (about 5,307,- 
000 acres) had been planted up to 
May 20, which is 50 per cent more 
than the 1930 acreage. 

This increase is generally at- 
tributed to the recent organization 
of cotton collectives and the intro- 
duction of modern machinery, al- 
though the supply of machinery is 
far from sufficient. 

The increase in the number of 
tractor stations throughout agri- 
cultural Russia is pointed out as 
insuring larger crops for 1931 than 
for the previous year. In 1930 
there were 158 tractor stations 
with 7,102 tractors which culti- 
vated about 2,000,000 hectares 
(about 4,940,000 acres) on 2347 
collective farms. This year there 
are 1227 stations with 46,700 trac- 
tors cultivating over 18,000,000 
hectares (about 44,460,000 acres) 
on 46,514 collective farms. 


DEVICE TO AID PACIFIC FLYER 


U. S. Aviator, in Japan, Tries Out 
Wheels on Tail Skid. 
By the 4ssociated Press. 

TOKIO, May 27.—Thomas Ash, 
U. S. aviator who plans to hop off 
Saturday on a nonstop flight to 
Tacoma, Wash., tried out today a 
two-wheeled dolly which he said 
would enable his monoplane to take 
off with a 6786-pound supply of 
gasoline and oil. 

Ash said the contrivance worked 
successfully. It is attached to the 
plane’s tail skid, and is so con- 
structed that as soon as the tail 
leaves the ground the dolly can be 
released and left behind. The dolly 
was construeted with the idea of 
eliminating the long drag of the 
tail skid and accelerating the 
plane’s speed during the takeoff 
on Samushiro beach, which is little 
more than a mile long. The flight 
will start from this beach, which ts 
on the northern coast of Hondo 
Island. 


MARTIAL LAW ENDED IN PERU 


Indications That General Election 
Will Be Held Soon.

LIMA, Peru, May 27.—The Gov- 
ernment issued a decree today stat- 
ing that martial law was ended.

General Manager of Pali- 
sades Tract Says Unpaid 
Commissions Seem to Be 
“Most Successful. 


IMPORTANCE OF 
ROADS STRESSED 


Chief of U. S. Forest: Serv- 
ice Advocates Scenic 
Routes and Restricting the 
Use of Billboards. 


Several hundred administrators 
of public parks and recreational fa- 
cilities in about 30 States are at- 
tending the eleventh annual meet- 
ing of the national conference on 
State parks which opened today at 
Hotel Statler. The meeting will 
continue through tomorrow, and on 


Friday the visitors will begin a 
three-day automobile tour of State 
parks in Missouri. 

An open session, to which all in- 
terested in out-of-doors life are in- 
vited, will be Meld tonight at 8 
o’clock. Gov. Caulfield is to speak 
and there will be illustrated talks 
by Horace M. Albright, director of 
the National Park Service, and 
William H. Carr of the American 
Museum of Natural History. Al- 
bright will discuss the development 
of the national park system, 
which now includes more than 13,- 
000,000 acres and Carr will illus- 
trate his talk with the motion pic- 
ture, “Along the Nature Trail.” 
Other speakers will be Richard 
Lieber, director of the Indiana 
State Department of Conservation 
and W. A. Welch, general manager 
of the Palisades Interstate Park in 
New York and New Jersey. 

Ozark National Park. 

Speakers at the “Ozarks day” 
luncheon urged Albright to consid- 
er seriously the desirability of es- 
tablishing a naticenal park in the 
Ozark Mountains, a movement 
which has been under way for sév- 
eral years. The beauties of the 
Ozarks were extolled by Walter B. 
Weisenburger, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and by Lon 
Sanders, vice president of the 
Ozarks Chamber of Commerce, 
who presided. A telegram from 
Congressman Cochran was réad. 
Albright’s approval of a national 
park in the Ozarks is all that is 
needed, Cochran declared, to en- 
able the Missouri delegation in 
congress to secure necessary legis- 
lation. 

Albright promised that full con- 
sideration’ would be given to the 
proposal. He intends to make the 
tour at the end of the conference 
to observe the Ozarks and will 
make a more complete investiga- 
tion later in the year. 

“There is no question of the 
beauty of the Ozarks ard the re- 
gion is bound to develop and be- 
come a great recreational center,” 
Albright said. “It should be re- 
membered, however, that national 
parks must contain unique features 
that are of national interest such 
as would tempt people to cross a 
continent to see them.

Welch, at the opening session 
this morning reviewed the systems 
of park administration adopted by 
the various states and said experi- 
ence had demonstrated that the 
parks prosper best when controlled 
by unpaid commissions. 

“Some states have tacked their 
park activities on to branches of 
the government as a sort of step- 
child,” Welch declared. “Among 
these branches have been foresters, 
conservation departments, highway 
departments, fish and game de- 
partments, historical and scenic 
societies, land «commissions and 
departments of agriculture. 


“Politics seems to blight parks 
more than any other activity they 
touch. Politicians seem to think 
parks the ideal place to take care 
of such heelers as must be pro- 
vided for and we must find a way 
to keep the work free from this 
blight. 

“As bureau in the conservation 
department, controlled by a State 
park council made up of chair- 
men of unpaid regional commis- 
sions, with an executive secretary 
who should be a‘civil service em- 
ploye, seems to meet most of the 
desirable conditions.” 


Forest Service Chief Speaks. 

Maj. R. Y. Stuart, chief of the 
Jnited States Forest Service in 
the Department of Agriculture 
urged that consideration De 
given to the esthetic and _ recre- 
ational possibilttres of roads as well 
as to- their utility. “Until recent- 
ly,” he said, “roads had no objec- 
tive other than to promote travel 
from point to point with a mini- 
mum expenditure of time and ef- 
fort.

| RETRIBUTION HITS THE RADIO TRUST. 

A deserved retribution is overtaking the Radio 
nized as @-vital factor in the Radio Corporation's 
patent pool, has just been pronounced invalid by the 
United States Supreme Court. A few days earlier the 
same triburtal declined to review an injunction case 
in which Federal Judge Morris of Delaware found 
the corporation guijty of violating the anti-trust laws. 
As a result of that decision, the Radio Commission 
next month will open hearings to determine whether 
the corporation and {its subsidiaries shal] be deprived 
of their broadcasting and communication | licenses. 
Triple damage suits aggregating about $50,000,000 
have been filed against the company by independent 
manufacturers, and others are threatened. 

It is less than two years since Owen D. Young and 
his subordinates in the Radio Trust appeared before 
a Senate committee blandly urging fepeal of a Federal 
statute which stood in the way of their ambition to 
acquire a communications monopoly. They did not 
get their wish then, and now they will be lucky to 
keep their shirts. 3 

The situation is a logical consequence of the arro- 
gant, grasping and sometimes despicable policies 
practiced by the Radio Corporation and its subsidi- 
Competitors who refused to pay tribute in 
the form of royalties were ruthlessly crushed. Spies 
were sent into their plants. Organizations desiring 
to engage in radio communication were bluntly told 
that the Radio Corporation had reserved that field 
for itself, that the necessary equipment would not be 
sold, and that anyone who attempted to manufacture 
it would be sued for patent infringement. When 
fire and police departments sought to escape the pay- 
ment of exorbitant prices by building their own radio 
alarm systems, they were threatened with lawsuits. 
In a climax @ insolence, the corporation’s officers 
sought to claim special indulgence for it by repeating 
the discredited yarn that it was “organized at the 
request of the Government.” 

The Radio Corporation’s power has rested (1) on 
its control of a vast number of patents and alleged 
patents pooled for its benefit by General Electric, 
Westinghouse, 
and General Motors; and (2) on the enormous finan- 
cial resources which enabled it to harass the inde- 
pendents who challenged the validity or applicability 
of those patents. In various instances where in- 
fringement suits were brought against independents 
who refused to pay royalties, the courts evidentially 
decided against the Radio Corporation and its affili- 
ates, but before judgment was rendered the inde- 
pendents had been forced out of business. 

It is significant and disturbing to note that virtual- 
ly all the court decisions rendered against the com- 
bine have resulted from private litigation and not 
from official action. In other words, it has been left 
largely to the independent radio industry to enforce 
the anti-trust laws—a function which is the duty of 
the Department of Justice. True, after much delay, 
Attorney-General Mitchell finally decided to institute 
suit against the Radio Corporation and the companies 
participating in its patent pool. That suit is still 
pending. Meantime, the independent industry has 
renewed its appeal to the department to enjoin the 
radio combine from prosecuting further infringement 
suits until the legality of the pool is determined by 
the courts. . 

It is repugnant to every sense of justice, and it 
should be repugnant to the Department of Justice, to 
know that independents repeatedly have been put to 


the charge of infringing patents which subsequently 
were adjudged invalid. The Radio Trust has enjoyed 
entirely too much official kindness in the past. It is 
high time the executive and administrative branches 
of the Federal Government emulated the example of 
the courts. The outcome of the Langmuir tube case 
emphasizes the necessity for prompt and vigorous 
action. 
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HOW TO KEEP THE UTILITIES GOOD. 
United States Senator Robert B. Howell of Nebraska 
thinks competition alone can make the utility situa- 
tion in the United States tolerable to the people. 
A significant confirmation of his belief came out 
this week before the Federal Trade Commission. 
Cleveland has a small municipal power plant. The re- 
sult is that the Cleveland Electric Illuminating Co., 
a North American property, is described as a model 
utility under private ownership, or one which, in the 
words of Judson C. Dickerman, a member of thé Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, shows what a public utility 
can be when it is well handled. 
The North American Edison Co. acquired the Cleve- 
land property in 1922, and the Cleveland utility has 
been profitable ever since. The effect of the munici- 
pal plant has been to safeguard the community from 
the usual abuses of utility finance, and the Federal 
Trade Commission plans to use the affairs of the 
Cleveland company as a yard stick with which to 
measure abuses where there is no competition. 
Senator Howell won a place in the United States 
Senate by introducing competition among the utilities 
of Omaha. He thinks the utilities everywhere can 
be brought to reason by the same process. Certainly 
the Federal Trade Com.nission would not be using the 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating Co. as a model had 
the latter not been kept good by the municipal power 
plant. 
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ANOTHER BLOW AT THE DYER ACT. 

The special committee that studied the problem of 
motor car thefts for the National Crime Commission 
in its report criticises the Dyer act, by which the 
Federal Government 12 years ago undertook to dea) 
with the evil. The law is assailed for placing on 
the Government tdo large a burden in the prosecution 
of thieves and the recovery of stolen cars, thus dis- 
couraging the states from enacting the uniform motor 
theft code which the commission indorses as the best 
way to curb this form of larceny. The investigators 
might also have cited the objection made by Mr. 
Dyer, father of the law: that a major share of those 
convicted under it have proved to be joy-riding 
youngsters instead of theft gang members. Because 
of this misapplication of the law, Mr. Dyer last year 
moved to repeal it. 

Further, the Dyer act has helped to clog Federal 
courts and prisons, a role it shares with the Voistead, 
Harrison and Mann acts, which similarly usurp what 
‘are properly functions of the states. The commission's 
criticism pointedly discloses the evil that afises when 
Federal Government invades a field best covered by 
the states’ police power, The dimensions of the prob- 
lems are indicated by the fact that in 1929 thé loss 
on thefts of insured cars was $24,000,000, and those 
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blow at the Dyer act. - '

The investment in the natural gas industry Is 
estimated at about $2,500,000,000. The St. Louis pipe 
line cost $30,000,000; the Chicago line, $75,000,000. 
However, these investments, largely made by the pub- 
lic, are not altogether an assurance that gas will be 
available for a long period. The reserves in 
the ground are unknown, but wherever fields have 
been tapped the engineers and geologists have a way 
of estimating the eontent of a particular pocket by 
measuring variations in pressure. 

In California, the Pacific Gas & Electric Co. spent 
$28,000,000 to change over from manufactured gas 
to natural gas in San Francisco and surrounding ter- 
ritory. In explanation, the company said: 

“As a predicate for the expenditure of this large 
sum of money, the Pacific Gas & Electric Co. has 
the assurance of geologists that if the Kettleman 
Hills supply should be conserved and developed only 
as needed it will be sufficient to produce 400,000,000 
cubic feet a day for 75 years. This capacity is ap- 
proximately 13 times the average daily amount of 
manufactured gas distributed by the company during 
1929, serving about 98 per cent of all the gas sold 
in Northern and Central California.” 

The Panhandle Eastern Pipe Line Co. quotes its 
engineers as of the opinion that the supply of gas 
in the fields it controls is about 1,960,640 million cubic 
feet, “twice the amount of gas that we estimate will 
be sold by the company during the next 20 years” 

Comparatively Mmited areas have been proved as 
gas producing fields. There are vast untouched areas 
which may be found to be underlaid with gas. Nat- 
ural gas is admittedly a limited natural resource 
but one which will last for many years at a con- 
siderably increased rate of. consumption. 
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A CABLE TO HELEN. 

The emotions of a person expelled from a royal 
family are a phenomenon too remote from the demo- 
cratic aura eyen to guess at. It may be imagined, 
however, that Queen Helen of Rumania, who has 
had this experience, may be wondering just what 
people generally think about it. To act as spokes- 
man of the world is, confessedly, quite an assump- 
tion, but in this instance a message embodying the 
verdict may be cabled. Thus: “Helen. Congratula- 
tions. Everybody.” 
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MODIFICATIONS IN RUSSIA. 

The contention of some observers that Russia in 
time would modify her original socialistic experi- 
ment by adopting some of the devices of capitalist 
society finds supporting evidence in the current issue 
of the Soviet Union Review, published in Washington 
by the Soviet Union Information Bureau. Chron- 
icling recent agricultural legislation, the publication 
tells of a new tax plan for collectives. The change 
consists in levying, not on average income as in past, 
but on the actual financial status—“just as in any 
large industrial undertaking,” the Review signifi- 
cantly adds. Another fnnovation is the piece work 
system, whereby workers in collectives will receive, 
not equal amounts as the communistic theory pro- 
vides, but remuneration in accordance with the num- 
ber of working days to their credit, as in the capital- 
ist world. A new decree on inventions extends the rec- 
empense and special privileges of inventors. A mod- 
ification of the credit system allots state bank funds 
to enterprises only on a showing of actually fulfilled 
contracts. Another new provision calls for organiza- 
tion of mutual aid societies in the collectives, to pay 
benefits for incapacitation of members, supplementing 
the Government appropriations for this purpose. 

The Russians will in time learn that it is the abuse 
of capitalism, which demotracy was devised to de 
stroy, and not capitalism itself, that is at fault.

Decreasing prestige of law and statecraft in U. S. is one of the reasons for wide 


pessimism over. future of our ¢ivilization; popular faith in lawyers and judiciary 


is waning; governing functions on same low plane;.rush to acquire fruits of dry 


law evasion and resultant crime wave illustrate trend; drastic steps needed in crisis. 


SHORT while ago the writer unbosomed | 
A nimeeit on this page of his misgivings 

relative to the ability of contemporary 
society, under its chosen leaders, to cope 
with the danger of destruction seen by 
many independent thinkers in the existing 
situation and attitude. Starting from the 
fundamental assumption that man in a 
state of culture longs for an ulterior grasp 
of life, the writer expressed a doubt wheth- 
er religion and science were not in a way 
of bankruptcy. 

He will freely admit, now, that mankind 
might get along, after a fashion, without 
philosophical satisfaction on the cardinal 
questions of life. Civilization depends, 
therefore, mainly on the durability of man- 
made institutions contrived for its preserva- 
tion. Their rise and decline is, at alNevents, 
a good barometer in predicting the coming 
social weather, and its indications will not 
await the report of President Hoover’s Re- 
search Committee on Social Trends, expect- 
ed in 1932 or some time after. 

In this pragmatic respect, the decreasing 
prestige of law and statecraft witnessed in 
this country today is more ominous than 
the insufficiency of science and the wane 
of religion.

SOVIET SUBMARINE 
SINKS IN BALTIC 
NEAR HELSINGFORS 


‘Warships Circle About Spot 


Where Craft Went Down, 
but Attempts to Raise It} 
Fail. 


By the Associated Press. , 
LONDON, May 27. — Russian 


airplanes and warships today cir- 
cled above the spot where soviet 
submarine No. 9 of the Baltic fleet 
sank Friday in a pool of oil. 

Although the Soviet Government 
remains silent on the tragedy, dis- 
patches from Riga, Latvia, say it is 
understood the craft went down 


after an explosion, presumably with 
all hands, about 100 ‘miles from 
Helsingfors, Finland. 

Moscow dispatches say the sub- 
mersible failed to rise after making 
a-~dive during maneuvers with 
other vessels of the fleet. Auxil- 
iary ships were sent to the scene, 
it is said, but were unsuccessful ih 
attempts to raise the craft. De- 
stroyers and planes stood by in 
hope of being of assistancc. 

The. fact, that the water’s depth 
at that point is from 360 to 660) 
feet led experts here to say it | 
would be extremely difficult to re- 
cover the vessel. The * num- 
ber of the crew or the extent of the 
casualties was unknown. : 

Russia is thought to maintain a 
fleet of about eight submarines, 12 
destroyers and three battleships in 
the Baltic. 

Observers think activity of the 
ships in connection with the sink- 
ing led Finland to believe Russian 
ships were menacing that country. 

A report from Helsingfors. said 
a soviet fleet was lying off Arans- 
grund lightship and that soviet 
planes were flying over Finnish 
territory. Authorities there were 
inclined to link the reports with 
the recent exchange of notes with 
soviet officials over the treatment 
of Finnish nationals in Russia. 


Casualties in submarine disasters 
of the past have ranged fronr 68 
lives down. The British submarine 
M-1 was lost Nov. 12, 1929, with 
the 68 members of its crew. 

Less than“two months previous, 
37 men were lost with the sinking 
of the U. S&S. submarine S-51 when 
it collidéd with the steamer City of 
Rome off Block Island. 

Russian submarines figured in 
serious disasters as eanly as 1904 
when 26 men were lost on the 
Delfin ard 1909 when 20 were lost 
on Kambala.

OHIO STATE U, STANDS FIRM 
ON DISMISAL OF PROFESSOR 


Trustees. and President Say He 
Did Not Give Full Account of 
Bombay Address, 

By the Associated Press, 

COLUMBUS, O., May 27.—The 
board of trustees and President G. 
W. Rightmire of Ohio State Uni- 
versity stood their ground today 
against a flurry of opposition to 
the dismissal of Prof. Herbert A. 
Miller as head of the sociology de- 
partment. 

In a joint statement last night, 
the board and the president de- 
clared Prof. Miller had not sup-

Prof.’ Miller, according to the 
Bombay Chronicle, had ended his 
speech with the sentence: “The 
success of this movement will be 
the greatest contribution that India 
would ever make to human af- 
fairs,” the statement said. 

“What of it?” said Prof. Miller. 
He declared the speech did not 
affect his value as a professor and 
that there was no substantial dif- 
ference betaveen his account of it 
and that obtained by the trustees. 

The trustees’ statement said 
there had been many complaints 
from parents of students since 
Prof. Miller came here fn 1924 con- 
cerning his teachings on racial re- 
lations. Prof. Miller has upheld 
the equality of all races. 


MRS. LILLIE H. ALLEN SEEKS

Mrs. Allen paid a total tax of

600 worth of property which she 
and her husband owned jointly and 
which was not subject to the tax. 
She asks for a refund of $56,532 
for this reason and $7408 in taxes 
which she says she paid on a dow- 
er interest improperly taxed.

Hot Oil Treatment 
EFORE attempting to wave 
your hair at home for the first 


Before the Shampoo 

B time, give it a good oil sham- 
poo—which simply means a hot oil 
treatment before you wash your 
hair. About two hours before 
shampooing your hair, heat two 
or three tablespoonsful of oilve oil 
or sweet oil and apply it directly 
to the scalp with a pad of absorb- 
ent cotton. Part the hair over and 
over so that the oil will reach ev- 
ery portion of the scalp and then 
massage it with the tips of the 
fingers. 

Wrap a warm towel around the 
head and let it reniain there until 
you are ready for the shampoo. 
Use a mild soap. You will find 
that the hair is soft and shiny but 
not as “fly-away” as it usually is 
after a shampoo. 

While the hair is still damp, 
comb a curling fluid through it. 
There are several good brands on 


the market, but you can make in- 
expensive fluids at home. One is 


add hot water to powdered gum 


made from gum arabic. ‘sum 


arabic and a drop or two of rose 


water or your favorite perfume. A 
still better curling lotion is made 
by boiling one-half ounce of flax- 
geed in a pint of water until half 
of the liquid has disappeared, then 
stir in one and a half ounces al- 
cohol, one and one-half ounces co- 
logne water, 10 drops oil of cloves, 
and 10 drops of oil of lavender. 

A simpler curling fluid is made 
of the white of an exg and about 
five tablespoonsful of water. Mix 
with a fork and comb through the 
hair several times, then arrange 
the waves and and let them dry. 
If you are waving the hair for the 
first time, it is advisable to use 
water wave combs. Make the 
waves wide. The wider they are 


the softer the effect and the flatter | W 


they will lay about your face. If 
you have difficulty in keeping the 
combs in place use a veil or cap 
over the head until the hair is dry. 


Tongue and Noodles 


Cover the bottom of a buttered 
baking dish with a layer of boiled 
noodles, then one of cooked tongue 
put through the meat grinder. Con- 
tinue until the dish is three-quar- 
ters full. Add one cup milk. 
Sprinkle grated cheese over the top, 
then a sprinkling of buttered bread- 
crumbs. Bake for 25 minutes in 
moderate oven.
